Loxpow, April 4.—The Daily News this morn- 
ing commenting on the result of the election 
held at Sligo yesterday when the [ rnellite 
candidate for the seat in the House of Com- 
mons for North Sligo was defeated by Alder - 
man Collery, the nominee of the “McCarthy- 
ites, says: Mr. Parnell has now twice tested 
Irish opinion and both times he has been 
badly beaten. In nis own constituency he 
nas refused to ght. We can't suppose that 
Irishmen who really love their country will 
continue to follow a dethroned dictator who 
uses his remaining power to weaken the 
country in the face of the enemy. The result 
at Sligo is a great victory for home rule. The 
Parnellites were guilty of the grossest vio- 
lence and intimidation. Moreover they had, 
as is now generally admitted, the support 
of the Conservatives. But the greatest 
strength of the defeated faction lay in the 
outlying districts bordering on the hot-bed of 
Fenianism, Ribbonism, Leagueism, and 
crime inthe County Mayo. The number of 
illiterate voters must raise in the breasts of 
Englishmen serious doubts whether such 
persons are worthy of the privilege of 
voting. 

A REMARKABLE TRIUMPH.

BRITISH PROTECTION. 


FOREIGN RESIDENTS I” CHIL] ‘WELCOME THE 
ENGLISH FLEET. 

PANAMA, March 26.—The Callao Porvenir of 
March 7, said: ne presence or such a 
powerful squadron of the British navy in 
Chillan waters at the present time is a most 
fortunate circumstance, considering the 
supineness of other open powers and [the 
United States in this important matter. As 
amatter of fact, the protection of foreign 
Citizensin Chill during this wretched war 
seems to have been left tothe British fleet. 
Thatit is both able and willing to assume 
this honorable and humane duty is well. 
known. But had Great Britain been as re 
missasthe other powers inthis respect the 
consequences to foreign residents might 
have been serious. It is needless 
to point out that the prudence 
andfirmness displayed by the foreign con- 
suls in Iguique and elsewhere, and the bene- 
ficial results that followed their united pro- 
tests and requests lost nothing of their force 
from a knowledge of the fact that there was 
fa naval power behind them strong enough to 
protect the rights of neutrals and enforce the 
laws of civilized nations. Indeed, there are 
hot wanting evidences that the chiefs of the 
revolutionary fleet are inclined torun things 
with a pretty high hand, so that the presence 
of astrong naval power on this coast is evi 
dently indispensable. It seems strange that 
in these days of rapid telegraphic communi. 
lion and fast-salling war ships other pow- 
ers mould have been so careless in the mat- 
ter of looking after the interests of their 
Citizens abroad.’’ 

WILL SAIL FOR VALPARAISO. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 4.—Admiral Brown, of 
the flagship San Francisco, which is lying in 
the bay here taking on supplies, says that 
unless he receives orders to the contrary, he 
will sail next Tuesday for Valparaiso. 


HORRIBLE TORTURE. 


AN INCIDENT ILLUSTRATING THE FEROCITY OF 
THE HOVAS OF MADAGASCAR. 

Loxpon, April 4.—Supplemental to the re- 
cent horrible massacre in Madagascar, comes 
another story illustrating the ferocity of 
those people who are nominally under French 
protection. It appears that Rannisilofo, 
Governor of Mahnaora, had an unfortunate 
native tortured in the most horrible manner 
because he refused to obey him. The victim 
was bound to a pole and in that position 
paraded through the village for two whole 
Gays. When freed from the pole he was 
placed in a sort of coffin, hollowed from the 
trunk of a tree, and covered with a plank, in 
which there was nothing but a small hole of 
about three inches for the victim’s mouth 
and nose, The unfortunate native was kept 
Screwed down in this coffin not less than two 
months, and actually lived during that time. 
He was fed through the aperature, his rela- 
“ves being permitted to give him food, At 
‘eneth, upon the payment of 100 piastres, the 
“overnor allowed the man to be released. 

In addition to these brutalities, the Hovas 
are everywhere aggressive against the 
French, and Europeans are not safe, even at 
the port of Tamatave. The question whether 
France will enforce its claim of authority 
Over the island is becoming an important one 
toother nations that have commercial in- 
terests in Madagascar.

BULGARIA’S POSITION. 
Sorta, April 4.—Prince Ferdinand said yes- 
terday in the course of an interview that he 
did notexpect any serious consequences to 
follow the killing of Finance Minister Balt- 
chef. The Prince, was, however, prepared 
for further attempts on the lives of his 
Premier, M. Stambuloff, and himself. ‘‘Bul- 
garia,’’ Prince Ferdinand added, ‘‘would not 
allow itself to be driven into any ill-consid- 
ered action because of the outrage.’’ The

MINERS IN COUNCIL. 


TROUBLE CROPPING OUT AT THE CONFERENCE 
IN PARIS. 

Paris, April 4.—The trouble in the Miners’ 
International Congress at Paris is similar to 
that which developed at the Berlin labor 
conference. The English representatives, 
whose constituency is comparatively well 
paid and inclined to be conservative, is 
brought into conflict with people who iden- 
tify the cause of the miners and labor gener- 
ally with extreme Socialism, and whose 
methods and suggestions are not such as En- 
glishmen care to approve, for the reason that 
English miners long ago passed the stage 
that makes such methods and suggestions 
possible. The English delegates are deter- 
mined not to be bound in advance to follow 
the dictates ofa socialistic majority, when 
such dictates may involve antagonism to con- 
stituted authority. They prefer the English 
to the Continental way ofagitation and they 
are resolved, besides, not to enter into any 
arrangement that will withhold from British 
mining industries their due proportion of 
influence and representation. The latest ad- 
vices indicate that, for these reasons prin- 
cipally, the Conference may fall to effect a 
universal combination of miners. 


TRADE RELATIONS, 


GOING TO WASHINGTON TO DISCUSS RECIPROC- 
ITY WITH MR. BLAINE. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, April4.—Sir John Thomp- 
son, Minister of Justice, and G. E. Foster, 
Finance Minister, leave for Washington to- 
morrow to discuss with Mr. Blaine the trade 
relations of the two countries. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Blaine has indicated his readi- 
ness to discuss these matters between them. 

A Cabinet council was held until late last 
night dealing with Manitoba provincial 
legislation. The first act considered was that 
of abolishing the use of French in the Legis- 
lature and in judicial proceedings. It was 
polnted out that this actis at variance with 
the provisions of the Manitoba act confirmed 
by the Imperial Legislature, and that it is 
doubtful whether the Legislature had power 
to pass suchanact. It wasanact, however, 
the constitutionality of which might be tested 
in the courts, and was not thought desirable 
that power of disallowance should be exer- 
cised. It was decided to leave the act abolish- 
ing separate schools in the province to be 
tested in the courts, the Dominion Govern- 
ment to defray the expense of the same. 

STEAMER LIBELED. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, April 4.—The steamer 
Cacher, which was picked up at sea by the 
steamer Clintonia, while in a helpless condi- 
tion and towed into this port, was libeled in 
the Admiralty Court yesterday for $25,000 dam 
ages. 


CAPTURE OF FORT THABAT. 


BRAVERY OF INDIAN TROOPS LED BY AN EXNG- 

7 LISH OFFICER. 

CALCUTTA, April 4.—Further details con- 
cerning the capture of Fort Thabat, which Is 
situated sixteen miles from Manipur, the 
scene ofthe recent massacre of British troops 
by the natives, have been received here. Ac- 
cording to these later advices the British 
force which carried the works by assault 
numbered only eighty Indlan troops, under 
command of Lieut. Grant. The garrison of 


nslaught of the British force was so 
erce that the Manipuris fied from their forti- 
fied position in wild disorder. 
Reinforcements have been dispatched to 
the assistance af Lieut. Grant, but it is feared 
that the Mantpuris will return and attack the 
British detachment in full force before the 
reinforcements can reach the scene of the 
battle.

KILLED AT MANIPUR. 

RANGOON, April 4.—Some natives of Manipur 
who have arrived here report that Chief 
Commissioner James W. Quinton, who was 
taken prisoner at the time of the Manipur 
massacre, was, together with the party of 
officers who accompanied him, killed on the 
first day of the fighting at Manipur. 

The unfortunate party was made up of, 
Chief Commissioner Quinton, Political Agent 
Grinwood, Col. Skone, commanding the 
Ghoorkas, and Messrs. Cossens and 
Simpson, attaches of the commission. On 
the first day of the fight (March 20) the 
British, finding their ammunition to be ex- 
hausted notified the enemy that they desired 
to parley. To this proposition the Manipuris 
seemed to agree, and accordingly the gentle- 
men above riamed went out to at- 
temp an arrangement. Immediately 
upon their arrival within his lines 
Chief Jabrai, who led the insurrectionary 
natives, seized the party and held them as 
prisoners. Since then their fate has been in 
doubt, while the present news needs confr- 
mation, there is unfortunately too much 
reason for believing that the treachery of the 
Manipuris has been consummated by the 
murder of Commissioner Quinton and his 
comrades.

Preparing for the Funeral of Their 


THE LARGEST DEMONSTRATION EVER 
| SEEN IN THE COKE REGION, 


Long Lines of Men Viewing the Bodies— 
Trouble Likely to Occur After the 
Burial Ceremonies— Troops in Readi- 
ness to Put Down an Outbreak—Mr. 
Frick’s Statement, 


MOUNT PLEASANT, Pa., April 4. Arne situa- 


| tion in the coke regions has not materially 


changed within the last twenty-four hours. 
The troops have charge of the coke com- 
panies’ property, and the feeling prevails 
that as long as the militia remains there will 
be no more lawlessness. The soldiers can’t 
stay always, however, and it is feared that 
unless the strike is settled before they are 
called home the depredations will be renewed 
just as soon as their backs areturned. The 
feeling among the strikers is intensely bitter, 
but they are careful to commit no overt act 
and content themselves with scow!l- 
ing at the militia and muttering in 
unintelligible tongues. Some apprehensions 
are felt that an outbreak will occur at the 
funeral of the victims this afternoon. The 
strikers are massing at Scottdale, and the 
largest demonstration ever held in the coke 
country is expected. The funeral will start 
from Mt. Pleasant at 2:30 p. m., and the cor- 
tege will reach Scottdale about an hour and a 
halflater. The march tothe Catholic ceme- 
tery will then de taken up, and not less than 
10,000 coke workers will follow the bodies to 
the grave. Rev. Fathers Lambing and 
Smeigle will conduct the services. The bodies 
will de buried in a long trench, which was 
dug this morning. Every precaution has 


have been closed for the day, and five com- 
panies of the Eighteenth Regiment under 
command of Col. Smith are now on the 


ground. 
VIEWING THE DEAD. 

Yesterday and this morning thousands of 
people viewed the bodies of the men who 
were shot at Morewood. They lay in the car- 
riage house of Zimmerman’s undertaking es- 
tablishment. They were stretched out side 
by side on a long platform, around which the 
crowd surged in its eagerness to get a glimpse 
of the dead. Each of the dead men was 
dressed in a robe of brown material witha 
white collar, necktie and shirt front showing 
under the chin. They are all young men, 
and with the exception of Cressango Binero, 
the Italian, and Valentine Zindle, they 
will be buried at Scottdale to-morrow by 
the county in the Catholic. cemetery at 
that place. With the exception of Bineroand 
Rist, all of the dead worea ghastly and grim 
look that seemed to awe the spectators. The 
natural yellow complexions of the dead did 
not seem to fall away with the ebb of their 
life-blood, and as they lay upon the slab it 
was hard to realize that they were the vic- 
tims of the awful tragedy at Morewood. Their 
faces were cleanly shaven, and on the breast 
of each was placed asymbol of the Roman 
oe Church, while around the wrists of 
a few were twined the beads upon 
which they Shad been accustonted 
to repeat their pra; From 9 
yesterday morning until 10 to-day an un- 
broken line of foreigners, about one in ten of 
whom could speak English, filed around the 
bier upon which the dead lay. Sobs and 
groans were heard on every side and crowds 
collected about the clothing which the vic- 
tims had last worn. Judging from their 
actions they will prove vipers to the men who 
did the shooting. 

CAPT. LOAR’S DANGER. 

Itis well-known among the citizens that 
the lives of Capt. Loar and his deputies would 
be in jeopardy should the militia be with- 
drawn. The foreigners are excited to a de- 
gree bordering on frenzy and although they 
are keeping all demonstrations within the 
pale ofthe law there is no doubt that they 
are determined to wreak vengeance event- 
ually on the people who are responsible for 
the death oftheir countrymen. The scene 
in the Morgue was one that is 
not often witnessed. of the 
thousands who viewed the remains 
scarcely a man came in whose countenance 
was not drawn and scowlingas he gazed on 
the work of the rifies and hundreds of women 
vented their anger and anguish in terms that 
could not be mistaken. They were miners, 
cokers and theirwives. The latter are more 
revengeful, if anything, than the men and 
are considered more dangerous antagonists. 

The physical characteristics of all were 
short, stout statures, square faces, firm 
jaws, small eyes, heavy foreheads, high 
cheek bones and forbidding countenance3. 

SENTINELS ON GUARD. 

It is very quiet hereto-day. Thestreets are 
deserted, most of the Hungarians having 
quietly departed for Scottdale during the 
night. The hills surrounding are covered 
with snow, and nota soul is to be seen, with 
the exception of the sentinels, who pace to and 
fro. The coke company is not making any 
effort here at present to get men to fill the 
places of strikersas yet. They are keeping 
the pumps going,and have enough men to 
run the engine and boilers: and keep the 
mines in good condition. One peculiar 
feature of the whole situation is 
that, although they have been 
out of work for over a month, 
they still seem to have considerable money, 
and from outward appearances are not suffer- 
ing for any. They all seem to be keeping 
sober. In fact, not one of them has been seen 
on the street in an intoxicated con- 
dition. From the bankers it is 
learned the foreign element which 
constitutes 75 or 80 per cent of the workers of 
the region now striking has moreor less 
funds. Inthe Mt. Pleasant Bank there is a 
large list of depositors whose savings range 
from $60 to $8,000. Of this money very little has 
been withdrawn. How these people live 
without drawing money is difficult for Amer- 
icans to understand, yet such are the facts. 
To those who have no money, and they ap- 
pear to bein the minority, the labor organ-

He had been convicted of bigamy, 
but secured anew trial and was confident of 
acquittal, but ithad recently been learned 
that he forged the name of S. G. Kinder to a 
note and also to a consignment bond given to 
Estey &Camp, and it is supposed that he 
thought he would be arrested for these 
forgeries and certainly go the penitentiary, 
which induced him to kill himself.

ETRAUD OUTDONE. 


A Wealthy Banker Entrapped by a 
Spaniard and His Mistress. 


MURDERED IN GUATEMALA AND THE 
CORPSE SHIPPED TO NEW YORK. 


A Tragedy More Shocking in Details Than 
the Paris Case—The Arkansas Confi- 
dence Operators Rearrested—Terrible 
Crime at Bloomington, Ind.—The Day’s 
Record—Criminal News in Brief. 


NEW York, April 4.—The details of a mur- 
der which, though striking in similarity, 
outrivals the celebrated Eyraud case at 
Paris were received from San Jose, Guate- 
mala, yesterday. The case will probably 
claim the attention of Inspector Byrnes to- 
day. Carlos Santibanez, one of the most 
prominent bankers of Guatemala. mysteri- 
ously disappeared on the 29th of last Novem- 
ber. Mr. Santibanez had a habit of carrying 
large sums of money, valuable diamonds, 
jewelry, etc.,about with him. His friends 
had remonstrated with him, saying that his 
life was constantly, in danger in a country 
where bandits and rufflans abounded, but 
Mr. Santibanez laughed at this friendly 
advice. He said that he felt that the money 
and jewelry were safer on his person than if 
they were stored away in the vaults of his 
bank. He was eccentric in his habits, and as 
he often left his home and remained away for 
two orthree days at atime, his family and 
friends attached no importance at first to his 
sudden disappearance on the th of Novem- 
ber last. When a week had passed, however, 
with no tidings from the banker his family 
became alarmed, and the case was put in the 
hands of the police. The rivers were dragged 
and inguiries were sent broadcast without 
avail. Finally, after weeks of  fruitiess 
searching and after thousands of dollars had 
been spent in following baseless clews, the 
seairch was abandoned and the disappearance 
of Santibanez was acknowledged by the po- 
lice to be a formidable mystery. 

A TELL-TALE RING. 

About the ist of February, however, the 
mystery was entirely cleared up by the con- 
fession of the murderer of Santibanez while 
under the influence of liquor. On that day 
Carlos Cardenas, a merchant of San Jose, 
was accosted on the street by a Spaniard 
named Gonzales, who lived in the outskirts 
of the town. Gonzales showed Mr. Cardenas 
a beautiful topaz ring and asked him to make 
an offer for it. Mr. Cardenas saw that the 
ring was a valuable one and at once sus- 
pected foul play. On the pretense of closing 
a bargain he invited Gonzales to accompany 
him to the neighboring liquor store. Carde- 
at a 
table and drank together several times, Gon- 
zales discoursing on the qualities of his topaz 
ring, which he seemed extremely anxious to 
sell. Cardenas examined the ring closely 
and recognized it as belonging to his friend, 
Carlos Santibanez. Cardenas, who had been 
an intimate friend of Santibanez, concluded 
that Gonzales was in possession of facts that 
might explain the disappearance of Santi- 
danez and determined to get the Spaniard 
under the influence of liquor and, if possible, 
secure a confession from him, Mr. Cardenas

cepted. He detained Gonzales and succeeded 
in getting him intoxicated. 
THE MURDERER’S CONFESSION. 

Gonzales became confidential aftera time 
and told Mr. Oardenas a story that almost 
turned the gentleman’s blood cold. Gonzales 
said that he knew that Banker Santtbanez 
continually carried large sums of money 
about with himand he resolved to get the 
money and cover up the crime in sucha 
manner that it would be impossible to detect 
the murderer. He resolved to secure more 
money than the banker usually carried about 
with him, and about the 2th of November 
wrote to Santibanez stating that he had a 
number of bills of exchange on American 
banks which he wished to dispose of advan- 
tageously, and requested the banker to call 
at his house, in the outskirts ofthecity of 
San Jose, on the 2th of November, for the 
purpose of inspecting them. He also re- 
quested Santibanez to come prepared to pay 
for them, as he was about to leave the coun- 
try. Mr. Santibanez answered the letter in 
person on the 29th by going to the house of 
Gonzales, where his knock wa answered, 
said Gonzales, by my mistres@ a-most beau- 
tiful woman, who asked him to wait for a 
little, as her husband was not in at the 
time. Then the Spaniard described with 
great enthusiasm how the supposed Mrs. 
Gonzales entertained the wealthy banker and 
got him completely under her control. 

THE TRAGEDY. 

When Mr. Santibanez was kissing the 
woman Gonzales and another Spaniard 
dashed into the room and assaulted the ban- 
ker with knives, Gonzales doing most of the 
stabbing while his mistress and his com- 
panion held the unfortunate man down to the 
floor. When life was extinct they removed 
all his valuables. Gonzales then put the 
mutilated body into an air-tight chest and a 
few days later shipped the box to New York. 
This startling story was immediately fol- 
lowed by the arrest of Gonzales, his. friend 
and his mistress. Gonzales and his assistant 
will undoubtedly be hanged, while the mistress 
of Gonzales will probably be imprisoned for 
life. The affair has created great excitement 
in San Jose. It is said to be the most brutal 
murder ever committed in Guatemala.

CRIMINAL NEWS IN BRIEF. 

George Goodwin, a famous forger, escaped 
trom the county jail at Denver, Colo. , yester- 
day, by cutting out the window and drop- 
ping fifteen feet to the ground. 

Nathan Burch’s dead body was found ina 
pool of water near Dublin, Law@®ence County, 
Ga., Wednesday. The back of the head was 
completely blown away and the abdomen cut 
open. Ben Swabs, a brother-in-law, is 
charged with the murder. 

O. P. Taylor, of Texarkana, Ark., convict- 
ed of embezzlement, was yesterday sentenced 
to the penitentiary for five years. The case 
will be taken to the Supreme Court. 

Charles Myers, charged with the murder of 
James Wier, was acquitted at Kansas City, 
Mo., yesterday on the ground of insanity. 
His counsel, Frank M. Lowe, fainted twice 
from joy at the verdict. 

Marcus F. Stephenson of Saling Township, 
Mo., was yesterday bound over in the sum of 
$600 for perjury. He had sworn to having 
paid a note for $1,300 to the Sturgeon Savings 
Bank. Another witness swore to having 
found the note and given it to Stephenson. 

Tim Cashman, T. J. Swallow and Ed Over- 
ton, charged with being ‘‘white caps,’’ were 
convicted of assault at Kansas City and fined.

Cornelius Jackson, of Macon, Ga., found 
George Turner with his, Jackson’s, wife yes- 
terday morning and stabbed him in the back, 
killing him instantly.

Wm. Leander, who killed Chas. Northrup 
nt Venice last 4th of July, was found gullty 
of manslaughter at Edwardsville, III, and 
his sentence fixed at thirteen years in the 
penitentiary. 


O’SHEA’S LINE OF DEFENSE. 


He Will Plead That His Deputies Are Re- 
sponsible for Bad Inspection. 

The prospects are that the action of the 
State Board of Grain Inspectors will be 
brought before the courts inashort time, 
and Ohief Inspector O’Shea has already taken 
steps to prepare for his defense. The suits, 
at least four in number, will be brought on 
the ground that loss has been suffered by 
shippers from the fact that their grain has 
been inspected at one point higher than at 
another, and the claim is that the funds col- 
lected by the Inspection Bureau can be 
drawn upon to pay any judgment that 
may be granted. From the steps 
taken by O’Shea it is evident that he does not 
intend to make any attempt to defend the 
manner in which grain has been inspected, 
but that his sole desire is to avoid personal 
responsibility. Last week a request was 
made upon Attorney-General Wood to give 
his opinion on the question asto whether or 
not the Inspection Bureau could be held re- 
sponsible for the errors of Deputy Inspect- 
ors. Mr. Wood's reply was received yester- 
day. He gave it as his opinion that the ship- 
per who suffered by reason of ignorant in- 
spection could have no recourse tothe Chief 
Inspector, but must bring suit against 
the deputy in fault. When this de- 
cision was made known to grain receivers, 
theer was very general dissatisfaction, and it 
is now certain that the matter will be brought 
before the courts. A number of attorneys of 
high standing have been consulted, and all 
disagreed with Attorney-General Wood. 
Their ground isthat the deputies are mere 
agents and that the Chief Inspector is re- 
sponsible for their acts. Fees are paid to the 
Chief Inspectorand he isthe only man of- 
ficially known in connection with the matter. 
To possess the authority of his office while 
Molding its responsibilities is regarded as 
illegal, and for self-protection an effort will 
be made to have the mattertested in the 
courts. 


THE MILLINGTON MURDER. 


Closing the Case for the Defense—Some 
Important Testimony. 


DENVER, Colo., April 4.—Lawyer Devine 
testified inthe Millington murder trial yes- 
terday. He is the attorney whom Wm. B. 
Avery is said to have consulted when Mrs. 
Avery came to Denver to getadivorce. He 
testified as to Avery’s statements of his suf- 
ferings from catarrh and gastritis. 

Frank Smith of Greeley testified to having 
dined with Avery at Mrs. Hardin’s in Denver 
on April 16, and noticing how much pepper 
Avery used on his food. Avery had said that 
if witness were undergoing what he was he 
could eat anything. Charles Ramer, Post- 
master of Fort Collins, testified as to Avery’s 
symptoms on the last day of his illness, the 
sinking spell, twitching of the toes, the in- 
jection, etc. He was, present at Avery’s' 
death. Avery said he wanted Pear! to have 
the farm, and tried to tell what was to go to 
Mary, but could not be understood. His last 
words were: Be good to Mary! Be good to 
Mary!“ 8 

Dr. Small denied having told Frank Avery 
that he had destroyed the viscera. Mrs. 
Grim testified that Avery was not strong and 
could not keep up with others at work on the 
ranch. Mrs. Horton, a washerwoman, testi- 
fled that she had frequently seen Avery sick 
and vomiting.

States. I was not able to see the 
Prime Minister as he prefers to not talk 
directly for publication while negotiations 
are pending for the settlement of the dim 
culty, but I asked an intimate friend of mine 
who is also a close personal friend of the 
Marquis to learn his attitude aside from the 
misrepresentations which are almost insepa- 
rable from newspaper reports, u ich are 
founded on somewhat remote hearsay. This 
gentleman, speaking on behalf of the cor- 
respondent, asked the Marguis Di Rudini 
precisely how he felt toward 
the United States at this mo- 
ment. The Prime Minister’s reply was 
that he harbored none but the most friendly 
sentiments toward the United States Govern- 
ment, and that these had not really been dis- 
turbed by the action which he felt called 
upon to take as the representative of the 
Italian people, upon being officially made 
acquainted with the New Orleans affairs and 
the position which Mr. Blaine was obliged to 
take in the matter. 

He said that he had no intention of pushing 
any demands, and was content with having 
taken one positive step as a protest 
against what he was led to believe at 
the time was a neglect on the part of 
the United States Government to protect 
the lives of Italian citizens in America, under 
the provisions of the treaty. He expressed 
himself as aware that to do anything more at 
this juncture would be a grave error on his 
part, as he had perfect confidence in the sin- 
cerity and justice of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

Finally he said: I shall now simply wait 
for further detalls of the New Orleans affair, 
of the characters of the slain men, of the 
Louisiana authorities and of the intentions of 
the United States Government; but, what- 
ever these may be, I am quite sure that a 
settlement thoroughly satisfactory to both 
parties will be found, and that the friendship

THE WILKESBARRE BANDITS. 


THE MURPERERS OF FLANNAGAN AND M’CLURE 
HARBORED IN ITALY. 

MARRISHURG, a., April 4.—In the unex- 
pected turn that affairs have taken in the 
Italo- American controversy, it may be that 
two more of the Itallan murderers of Flan- 
Dagan and McClure, the mine boss and mine 
paymaster, who were murdered and robbed 
pear Wilkesbarre, two years ago, may be 
brought to justice. It will be remembered 
that Red Nose Mike’’ and another Italian 
suffered the death penalty at Wilkesbarre for 
thig murder, and that the detectives located 
two more of the murderers in Italy, whither 
they bad fied to enjoy the money they had se- 
cured. Through some hitch the Italian Gov- 
ernment has never surrendered these mur 
Gerers to the United States authorities, 
although an officer, properly authorized was 
sent over to bring them here 
for trial. The statement is made here 
that these two Italians are 
either in jail in Italy or under police sur- 
veiliance. This fact is known to Secretary 
Biaihe, and it is said that he is preparing 
papers in the matter to be used in connection 
with the United States Government's report 
to Italy on the New Orleans affairs and in 
answer to the demand for indemnity for the 
friends of the men who were lynched in New 
Orleans. 

The money stolen from Flanagan and Me- 
OClure at the time they were murdered was 
little less than $20,000, and the fact that the 
Italian Government still harbors two of the 
murderers may complicate matters and 
eventually lead to their being delivered to 
the United States authorities. Secretary 
Blaine has been gathering particulars of the 
Flannagan and McClure murder and the 
amount stolen, and within the past few hours 
has asked for certain information from peo- 
ple in Harrisburg.

A Prominent Business Man’s Failure and 
His Flight With His Private Gecretary

Business complications, the employment of 
a young and pretty private secretary, a crim- 
inal action for embezzlemeut, rumors of un- 
due fondness for his amenuensis and their 
flight together to St. Louis are features in 
the downfalj of Oliver Wiggins. Two months 
ago he was the manager of a prominent 
music house at Bvansville, Ind., and beld a 
high head in the social and commercial 
circles of that flourishing little Indiana city. 
Two days ago he was arrested in this city and

Oliver Wiggins was raised in Evansville 
and grew up among the best people of that 
littie city and Louisville, across the river. He 
married well, and for the past two years has 
lived with his wife and interesting family in 
one of the most aristocratic  reési- 
Gences in Evansville. He was employed 
as manager for the Schmidt Music 
house, a concern under the control of Charles 


Ritter. The latter, in addition to his interest 
in the music establishment, was actively em- 
ployed in the management ofa local bank- 
ing-house and was looked upon as a most 
substantial citizen. He was foremost in all 
of Evansville’s business enterprises and put 
his capital at the back of his schemes. 

Less than two months ago his fatlure was 
announced and Evansville financial circles 
were shocked totheir innermost. First the 
music house assigned for the benefit of its 
creditors and then the banking establishment 
closed its doors. Ritter’s finances were 
found to be in bad shape andthe tongues of 
the gossips ran rife with rumors of the most 
sensational nature. Theaffairs were placed 


jin the hands of a trustee, and Wiggins, a 


tried and trusted man, was again put in 
charge of the music house for the purpose of 
avoiding a sacrifice in the closing out of the 


stock. 
MISS CLARA K. ERTHAL. 

It is here that Miss Clara E. Erthal first fig- 
ures in the case. Miss Erthal was the daugh- 
ter ofa well-known manufacturer and iron- 
worker whose shops, while not extensive, 
had placed him in a prominent position in 
the business interests of the little city. The 
young lady had just passed her 20th year and 
her dark brunette beauty served but to at- 
tract attention to her literary and musical 
accomplishments. Miss Erthal was a thor- 


ough musician, and more as a means of bet- 
ter gratifying her tastes in this direction than 
for the pecuniary gain she had for some time 
previous to the fallure of the Schmidt house 
acted as a correspondent for the 
firm. When Wiggins was reinstated 
as manager ofthe concern under the trus- 
tee’s Jurisdiction he sent for Miss Erthal and 
employed her as private secretary in his of- 
fice.

CIRCULARS OF A VICIOUS CHARACTER 
DISTRIBUTED ABOUT TOWN TO-DAY. 


A Feature of a Very Deprecable Character

A NAVAL CONFLICT. 


War Declared Upon the National Ob- 
servatory at Washington. 


SCIENTISTS WILL ASK THAT ITS MAN- 
AGEMENT BE RADICALLY CHANGED. 


They Will Petition for Its Transfer From 
the Navy to a Practical Astronomical 
Board—The Western Union Time—The 
Washington University and Observa- 
tory Interested. 


The leading astronomers and seientists of 
the United States are now uniting their 
fortes tor a notable struggle, from which 
they confidently expect to emerge victorious. 
The next Congress will be memorialized to 
transfer the management and control of the 
United States Naval Observatory 
at Washington, an institution orig- 
inally known as the United States 
National Observatory, from the hands 
of the Navy Department to those 
of a purely astronomical and scientific 
Board, which shall theréafter constitute an 
Astronomical Department of tne govern- 
mental machinery. The strong hope of ulti- 
mate success in bringing about such a change 
is based upon the sticeess of the movement 
resulting in the Weather Bureau being trans- 
ferred from army control to that of a civiliah 
board under the Agricultural Department. 
The leading astronomers interested in the 
movement claim that there is now even more 
necessity for both a change in the United 
States Naval Observatory than there was in 
the case of the Weather Bureau, and they 
have gathered many strong arguments in 
support of their charges that astronomical 
and scientific interests are suffering through 
the management of the national obsérvatory 
by the navy.

The cause of thé movement is a step re- 
cently taken by the United States Naval Ob- 
servatory which inflicts thé greatest ihjury 
upon the Various astronomical observatories 
of the United States, viz.: the practice estab- 
lished of supplying the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. with time signals for commercial 
use. It is a movement in which st. Louis Is 
especially interested, as the Washington Uni- 
versity, with Prof. H. 8. Pritenett as dtrector 
of the astronomical Observatory, was the 
pioneer in the field Of the system about 
to do overthrown. in 1881, under 
Prof. Pritchett's direction, that gentleman 
having just come tothe Washington Univer- 
sity from the United States National Observ- 
atory at Washington, the signals necessary 
for the regulation of time - pieces first began 
to be Gerived, in different parts of the coun- 
try, from the observatories established in 
those districts. It Was a practical system 
which caused a revolution in the manner of 
securing correct astronomical time over the 
whole country, and it made St. Louis for 
years the center of interest for all interested 
in the system. One of the first and most 
striking workings Of the new system was that 
established between the Washington 
University ot St. Louis and the 
New Orleans Exposition, vy which 


the latter by means of electric connections 
causing the dropping of a ball above thé 
main Exposition Building in New Orleans at 
the hour of noon daily. Following the en- 
trance ofthe Washington University ih the 
field there was established a ‘‘circuit’’ of as- 
tronomical observations undér the hew sys- 
tem as follows: The Harvard Observatory at 
Cambridge, Mass.; Lick Observatory at 
Mount Hamilton, Cal. Cariton College Ob- 
servatory at Northfield, Minn.; Allegheny 
Observatory of Allegueny, Pa.; Washington 
University Observatory at St. Louis, aud the 
Winchester Observatory of . Yale College, 
New Haven, Conn. 

SUPPORTED THE OBSERVATIONS. 
The sums received from rahroads in pay- 
ment for signats furnished by this circuit 
formed an important portion of the revenues 
by which the observations were supported. 
Each one in the circuit put ih a complete and 
costly astronomical and eléctric plant, that 
of Washington University costing between 
$5,000 and $6,000, and of the Allegheny Ob- 
servatory Over $7,000. The Washington Uni- 
vesity derived an income from the time-sig- 
nal system of about $2,000 per annum, or 
enough to support the observatory, 
with no cost to the National Govern- 
Ment for the maintenance of 
tem 80 »benéficial to the 
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the exact aStronomical time was furnished 


Washington University has already been 
notified by the Missoufi Pacific Railroad Co. 
that during the present month that cor - 
tion will discontinue its patronage of the 
University, and receive its time-signals from 
the Western Union company, All other rail- 
road systems will speedily follow, ahd the 
Washington University Observatory, which 
founded the time-signal system, will find its 
revenue entirely cut off through the action of 
the National Observatory. It is claimed by 
the university obsefvatories that the 
change will also make tuch service 
uncertain and inaccurate as compared with 
the present automatic service from private 
observatories. The Western Union Co., they 
argué, should simply be the distributor of the 
signals, and the scientific work should still be 
done by the observatories. There are five 
leading observatofies now dertving their 
entire support from the system about to be 
abolished. 
ATTACKS NAVAL SCIENTISTS. 

So strong is the feeling of antagonism 
roused in the minds of écfentists against the 
United States Naval Observatory by the 
change now being made that it is taking the 
form of direct and bitter attack on that 
institution. In the April number of 
Sidereal Messénger, just issued, Prof. Lewis 
Boss of the 6y Observatory of Albany, 
N. V., contribues the leading article, An 
Irrepressible Conflict, which 1s a strong 
assault upon the na val observatory system. 
Prof. Boss is one of the foremost astronomers 
of this country, and his views carry unusual 
weight in the scientifié world, He speaks in 
the article in question of the original antag- 
onism between the national“ and ‘‘naval’’ 
idea inthe management of the observatory 
and quotes an expression of the Secretary of 
the Navy in 1854, Hon. J. O. Dobbin, in which 
that official said: It (the observatory) 16 a 
navy aMair, and its reputation is the prop- 
erty ofthe navy. If it assume another name 
and character, the next step will be to place 
aciviliah at its head. In contrast to this 
Prof. Boss quotes the words of Join Quincy 
Adams, who said: ‘‘The express object of an 
observatory is the increase of knowledge by 
new discovery.’’ He then shows that what 
reputation the National, or Naval, Observa- 
tory has was gained for it by civilians likeCof- 
fin, Hubbard and Walker. From that point 
onward, Prof. Boss argues forcibly in favor 
of the transfer of the United States Naval 
Observatory from the Navy Department into 
purely scientific hands, and points out very 
clearly the great scientific benefits that would 
follow the placing of à practical astronomer 
at the head of sucha national observatory, 
supported by à capable scientific staff. 
concluding his articie, Prof. Boss says: 

It is a reflection upon the astronomers of 
this country 66 long as the present system 
endures, upon the country for lack in intelli- 
gence, Or upon astronomers for incompe- 
tence,Or in equal measure upon both. There 
is no escape from this conclusion. 

.PROF.P RITCHETT TALKS. 

Prof. H. 8. Pritchett was seen at the Wash- 
ingtoh University this morning in regard to 
the important movement. He indorsed the 
idea of placing the National Observatory 
under scie&tific control emphati , and 
said that Congress would certainly me- 
morialized to that effect. As to the injury 
inflicted upon the Washington University 
Observatory by the ‘‘combine’’ of the Na- 
tional Observatory and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., Prof. Pritchett stated 
that practically it rendered the costly astro- 
nomical time signal plant of the local obser- 
vatory useless and destroyed the benefits of 
the faithful work Of ten years past. 


ST. LOUIS ORE & STEEL 00. 


It Will Pass Into the Hands of Its Cred- 
itors Under Foreclosure. 

New Tonk, April 4.—Herbert-B. Turner, 
counsel for the Farfihers’ Loan & Trust Co., 
said yesterday that the principal cause of the 
failure of the St. Louis Ore 4 Steel Co. to 
meet the interest on its bonds was the ex- 
haustion Of the Pilot Knob iron mines. They 
had been very valuable, and for a number of 
years they yielded immense quantities of fine 
ores, but the ore lias given out, and for more 
than a year past the company has been bor- 
ing around and trying to find more ore, but 
without success. Besides the Pilot Knob 
mines the company owns ex- 
tensive coal fields in Illinois, 
the Carbondale Railroad, a short line that is 
run in connection with the coal mines, and 
the Vulcan Iron-works in St. Louis. There 
Are in all three issues of bonds by 
the company, each a first mortgage on a 
part of the company’s property and 
a second mortgage on another part. The 
three issues are known as the first mortgage, 
the Olyphant and the Chouteau bonds, the 
last named of which are a first mortgage on 
the Vulcan Iron Works. 

Mr. Turner said that so far as the trustees 
can see there is no possible Salvation for the 
bondholders except totake the property of 
the company and do the best they can With 
it. The longer they wait the more will the 
company default in the payment of interest 
and the greater will be the loss of the bond 
holders. 


SECRETARY GARRISON SEEN. 

Mr. Olivér L. Garrison, Secretary of the St. 
Louis Ore & Steel Oo., was seen at the com- 
pany’s office this morning and shown the 
above telegram. In the absence of Receiver 
Hitchcock, Mr. Garrison was not inclined to 
discuss the details of the company's affairs, 
but stated that the facts given in the 
telegram Were substantially correct, 
and that preparations towards a 
foreclosure under thé mortgage were now 
in progress. The company’s plants were 
still In operation, and what éffect thé pro- 
ceedin of the Farmers Loan & Trust Co. 
would have upon them he was not prepared 
to state. It would be some little time before 
further developments could follow, and under 
the circumstances Secretary Garrison felt 
justified in remaining roeticent regarding the 
company’s troudies.

Measures Passed by the General Assem- 
bly of Arkansas. 


THE BODY ADJOURNS SINE DIE AT NOON 
TO-DAY. 


In Session Bighty Days—How the Time 
Has Been Consumed—The Governor 
Signs 122 Bille—Railway Legislation in 
Texas and Nebraska—Work Done at 
Other State Capitals. 


latrie Rock, Ark., April 4.—The Twenty- 
eighth General Assembly adjourned at noon 


to- day, having been in session sighty days. 


During that time there 639 bills introduced in 
the two houses, 292 in the Senate and 3847 in 


the House. The Senate passed and sent to 


the House 173 bills, only 63 of which were 
favorably acted upon by the House. The 
House passed and sent to the senate 101 bills, 
59 out of the number passing the Senate. The 
Governor has had no o¢casioh to exercise the 
veto power, and has therefore signed 122 
bills, Which leaves 517 out of the 639 Intro- 
duced, resting quietly in pigéon holes 
or in the hands of committees.. 
At least one-half of the session was con- 
sumed in discussing the appropriation bill, 
the World's Fair and Little Rock Exposition 
Association appropriations, thé ex-Confed- 
erate pension bill, the state Treasury defal- 
cation, the separate coach bill, the Railroad 
Commission bill, the bills to abolish the 
geological survey, the bill to abolish 
mortgages on growing crops, the 
tion of waiving the right of appraise- 
ment of property sold under deeds of 
trust, the bill to abolish the Agricultural 
Bureau and the bill providing for a constitu- 
tional convention. Out of this number of im- 
portant measures upon which so much ora- 
tory was expended the only ones that passed 
were those pertainingto the settlement of 
the Treasury muddle, the separate coach bill 
and the pension bill. 

The two Houses passed a number of local 
bills, every attempt to call up a measure of 
general importance failing to receive a 
two third vote to suspend the rules. The 
customary resolutions of thanks to the 
officers of the two bodies and the reporters of 
the daily papers weré adopted. 

Speaker Rector was presented With a gold 
headed cane and Mr. Sellers of Ferry, a 
handsome gold watch and chain by their 
friends in the House. Afi effort Was made to 
pass in the House the bill requiring all coal 
oll sold in Arkansas tobe inspected in the 
State, butit was defeated by an overwheim- 
ing majority. 


NEW MISSOURI LAWS.

RAILWAY LEGISLATION IN TEXAS. 

Ausrix. Tex., April 4.— There were some 
lively speecbes in the House yesterday over a 
resolution to appoint Mr. Gerald to in- 
vestigate the International & Great Northern 
recelvership. The resolution failed of pass- 
age. The appropriation bill was considered 
at some length and a number of reductions 
made in the variousitems. A favorable re- 
port was made on a bill to give the city of 
Austin a new charter. 


NEBRASKA ASSEMBLY. 

LINCOLN, Neb., April 4.—Gov. Boyd has ve- 
toed the Newberry maximum freight bill. As 
soon as his message was read in the House 
the bill was put on its passage and ssed 
over the veto by a vote of 7% to 17. In the 
Senate it fell short of the réquisite number, 
however, only 18 voting in the affirmative 
and 18 in the negative. It needed 2, but 
the friends of the bill could not muster that 
number. The message gives many reasons 
tor the veto of the bill. One of the chiet ob- 
jections of thé Executive was that thé bill 
was too extreme in its provisions, and that it 
allowed to become a law would bankrupt the 
railroads and throw thousands of working- 
men out Of employment.

DR. DARWOOD’'S ARGUMENT. 

Debate was opened by the Rev. Dr. W. Mc- 
Kendree Darwood of Yonkers in a paper with 
points from firstly to seventhiy, like a ser- 
mon, favoring the admission of women. 
Women should participate in the church 
councils, Dr. Darwood argued, because men 
and women are one in interest, in purpose, 
in conscience, in happiness and in their souls 
interests. The Bible shows how some Women 
were prophets, while others were prominent 
in church councils. Some argue that 8t. Paul 
was opposed to advancing women in the 
church, but that, in Dr. Darwood’s opinion, 
was considered as unwomanly in the Kast as 
t is now to appear before men and take part 
in public affairs. If women want to be or- 
dsined to preach, why should they not be? 
Dr. Darwood would hot shrink from the log- 
ical sequence of admitting women to the gen- 
eralconference. They have never consented 
to be deprived of their right of representa- 
tion, and they should have it. There were no 
arguments against it worthy of a schoolboy. 
In the name of a million women, Dr. Dar 
wood added, 1 ask you to remember that 
religion is not a matter of sex and to heip 
emancipate the weaker sex. , 

The Rev. W. R. Goss sald he would vote to 
admit women. Women have better heads 
than men—they make better teachers, 
preachers, and mothers than men. [Long 
laughter] Dr. Buckley, editor of the 
Christian Advocate, intimated that a woman 
ought to stay at home and keep still——’’

NINE HUNDRED HOMES TO BE RAZED FOR 
RAILWAY TERMINALS. 


People Driven From old Residence and 
Manufacturing tions to Be Provided 
For Elseewhere—Cartan & Co.’s $60,000 
List of Sales—Other Transactions. 


There was not quite as much doing in real 
estate circles to-day as on Friday, but the in- 


quiry was reasonably good. The Vandalia 
Ratiroad Oo., a part of the Pennsylvania Cen- 
tral system, which has already bought vast 
amounts of North St. Louls property for ter- 
minal purposes, ié still ih the market trying 
to buy. This corporation is now trying to get 
possession of the whole of city block No. 
688, between Main and Second, Dickson 
and Cass avenue, This is not far 
from the site for thé proposed Merchants’ 
Depot, where the Round-Top Market house 
now stands. Offers of $1604 foot have been 
made for the ground, but it appears that the 
owners are hot disposed to accept that price, 
preferring rather to take theirchances in con: 
demnation proceedings.

agent who has given this important matter a 
good deal of his personal attention says that 
900 houses have been bought along the rights 
of way. Many of the houses have already 
been torn down along the route of the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal, the O., B. & C. and the 
Vandalia lines, and those that have not been 
cleared away will shortly bé razed to make 
room for depots and tracks from the 
Merchants’ Bridge south along the river 
east of Broadway. and into the Mill Oreek 
Valley, where the Terminal Railway Assocta- 
tion is now preparing to buld the new Union 
Depot. Beyond, that t, extending west 
through the valley tothe city limits,a great 
deal more property has been bought lately 
for railroad and warehouse purposes and on 
many of the sites there are homes that will 
have to be torn away. People who 
now have been or will be compelled to vacate 
these premises must be provided with 
premises elsewhere, and the manufacturing 
sites also that have been bought out by the 
rullroads must secure lorations eisewhere.

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Appointing Two Men to Cut Wires at Fires 
and Not Executing Legitimate Orders 
What the Officials Say—A Street Com- 
plication. 

The General Manager of the Municipal Elec- 
tric Light Co. wrote to Mayor Noonan yéster- 
day about cutting wires at fires, and about 
the instructions he had given his inspectors 
in regard to reporting cross-wires breaks and 
other things of the kind. 

While these communications were being 
passed back and forth between the Mayor and 
Mr. Ayer the Supervisor of City Lighting and 
the members of the Board Committee 
were busily engaged in trying to devise 
means to make the lighting company live up 
to its contracts. While a big lot of talk is be- 
ing raised about cutting wires and other mat- 
ters of minor importance the failure of the 
company to live up to its contracts is being 
covered up by the dust so raised. Inspector 
of Oity Lighting A. J. O'Reilly was asked this 
morning: ‘‘Why does not the company ex- 
plain why it don’t put up the lights ordered 
and why does it not explain why the lights 
which are up are not kept in order?’’ 

Mr. O'Reilly smiled a sort of tired smile and 
said: 

“I don’t know. It has been impossible for 
us to get any satisfaction on that point and 
we do not know now why the company don’t 
carry out its contracts. 

Some time ago City Counsellor Bell was 
asked if the city could fine the company for 
failing to put up lights when wanted and he 
decided that the city could not. 

In regard to the other side of the question, 
that of cutting wires, Chief Lindsay of the 
Fire Department said this morning: ‘‘I want 
tosay about that inspector matter of the 
lighting company, Mr. Ayer says he will 
have his men at res on all second alarms. 
If he does not have his men at 
the down town fires on the 
first alarm, he need not send them 
at all. In the district from Franklin avenue 
to Clark avenue and east of Eleventh street 
be should have his men there on first alarm. 

Oommissioner Holman of the Board Com- 
mittee on Lighting said: ‘‘I don’t know just 
what we can do now as we have no way to 
make those people do what we want and we 
don’t want to let our contracts go,as we 
cannot get any as good again. 

The entire subject is being carefully gone 
overand the committee hopes to arrange 
matters in some way. 


Appropriations for Street Improvements. 

The Board of Public Improvements has 
approved the Street Department es. 
timates of appropriations required for what 
goes under the head of new work for the 
next year. This includes all new bridges and

Commissioner Murphy said, I donot know 
how the Oomptrolier stands on all of those 
estimates, but he will let us have the bridge 
money and especially that for the Twelfth 
street bridge.

The total estimates of the Twelfth street 
bringe bring the figures up to $180,000 and the 
intention is to putin a bridge which will be 
worth the money and equal tothe demands 
made upon it. 


Strange Oversight. 

Assistant City Counsellor Broadhead not!- 
fied the Board of Pubic Improvements this 
morning of an oversight ofa thing which 
might have cost the city some money, and a 
good deal of trouble had not the mistake 
been discovered in time. Asitis the situa- 
tion is a little annoying, but not as serious as 
it is ludicrous. Three years ago Clemens av- 
enue from Clara to Belt avenue was opened 
by due process of law, the commissions ap- 

ted, damages and benefits all assessed 
and settied in the courts in due form. A few 
months ago another lot of propertyholders 
along the same line came in 
with a dedication and dedicated a 
sixty-foot strip to be known as Clemens ave- 
nue, from Belt to Clara. The board accepted 
the dedication, and that street was estab- 
lished in due legal form. Now the discovery 
fe made that there are two sixty foot Clemens 
avenues from Clara to Belt, just nine feet 
apart. It now remains for the board to de- 
cide which of the two to take.

IN A FEW DAYS.

Advance. 


The war that has been waging between the 
manufacturers of plate and window glass for 


the past year has reached its end, and itis 
predicted by a leading st. Louis dealer that 


per cent, exclusive, of rebates, to dealers 
within the next few days. This fight has 
been a bitter one, and many manufactories 
have closed down either temporarily or per- 
manently within the time for no other reason 
than that the making ot glass has grown to 
be unprofitable at the present rate. The 
dealer referred to has already received pri- 
vate advices of the coming advance, and 
which he asserts are positively reliable. The 
end of the cut price war will mark an im- 
portant epoch in the glass production in- 


dustry of the country, which, 
to the present time, has never 
been as profitable as it should have 


been. Upon the discovering of natural gas 
the great glass factories flocked to Pittsburg 
and vicinity and their close proximity to each 
other naturally brought about ruinous com- 
petition, finally developing into open and 
declared war. 
window and plate glass reached the lowest 
mark since the enactment of the high tariff 
for rebelifon fund purposes. During the win- 
ter just past the price has continued to go 
down until such a low price has been reached 
that dealers all over the country have over- 
stocked for noother purpose than that they 
regarded glass at the quoted price a fine in- 
vestment. 
TRUST ORGANIZATION WILL FOLLOW. 

After losing money steadily for quite a 
period the manufacturers have evidently de- 
termined to combine, and all the leading fac- 
toriesin the United States will raise their 
price simultaneously. It isnot atall likely that 
such an action would be taken unless there 
was an explicit understanding between the 
manufacturers. The advices also say that 
one reason for the raise is the increase in the 
price of natural gas andthe absolute neces- 
sity of going back to coal, which was origin- 
ally used. The new price lists are now in the 
hands of the printer, and are expected to ar- 
rive every day, when the stocks at present on 
hand will be immediately raised, according 
to the increase in the wholesale price. 
Therefore, it is absolutely certain that 
people who build during this season will pay 
more for their glass than for many previous 
years. The product on hand, the manufac- 
turers claim, is very small owing tothe im- 
mense orders that have been received from 
dealers during the winter and early spring. 
Yesterday a prominent St. Louis dealer tele- 
graphed alarge order toa Pittsburg house, 
receiving an answer which stated that the 
order would be filled ata price which was 
considerable of an advance over prevailing 
figures. 

DEMAND GREATER THAN THE SUPPLY. 

According to St. Louis dealers, the demand 
for window and plate glass throughout the 
country has increased very fast the past five 
years. Mammoth glass fronts in the build- 
ings in the city have grownto be the rule 
rather than the exception. Instead of as few 
windows as possible, every imaginable space 
istaken up by windows made as large as 
possible. This has made the demand, more 
especially for plate-glass, so great that the 
manufacturers have beenable to do little 
more than keep the immediate demand sup- 
plied, not being able to carry overa stock of 
any proportions at the practical closing of 
the building seasons at the opening of win- 
ter. This has shown the interested manu- 
facturers that they can practically control 


the market at certain portions of 
the year when the demand is 
greatest, and this they propose 


to do. Where they have been losing money 
they will now reap a harvest, the helpless 
consumer of to-day making good the losses 
at the old rates. This is an important matter 
to St. Louis, being summed up by Mr. Francis 
A. Drew in this way: 

The present season promises to be far 
the most prosperous the building interests of 
St. Louis have ever known, and the consump- 
tion of plate and window glass will 
be much greater than ever defore. The 
majorſ ot the great buildings to be erected 
will have special attention paid to theirtight- 
ing facilities. This means more glass, and 
with the manufacturers at present refusing 
to fill dealers’ orders, the natural conse- 
quenge is that the price of glass will go up 
pro ly to a greater extent than is even im- 
agined at the present time. There is no 
doubt but that the manufacturers can con- 
trol the market absolutely if they choose to 
do so. It appears that they have had sufficient 
of the cut-throat policy, and all are anxious 
for peace—peace that will allow of the pay- 
ment of dividends. The fight has been a bit- 
ter one since the successful use of natural gas 
in the manufacture of glass was first demon- 
strated, but from all appearances it has all 
been settled in view of the fact that coal must 
again be used asfuel.
